Paris, Sept. 4.—The news of Mon- 


day's sanguinary

victorious the dogged resistance o£ 
the Moors who appear to be mobiliz- 
ing in large numbers, may cause an 
enlargement of the allied force in or- 
der to bring the fighting to an end. 
The fierce assaults of the enemy are 
said to be due to France's failure to 
annihilate the Moors during the early 
stages of the uprising, a result which 
France was unable to accomplish.

MANY FRENCHMEN KILLED. 


Casablanca, Tuesday, Sept 3.—Bight 


Frenchmen were killed and seventeen 
wounded in an engagement yesterday 
outside the camp. The dead include 
Major Pravost of the First battalion of 
the foreign legion, and Lieut. Benizzas 
of the Second battalion of Algerian 
sharpshooters. The Moors concentrat- 
ed the largest force they had yet mus- 


tered in this vicinity and returned to 
the attack again and again after en- 
countering the 
deadly 
fire 
of the 


French artillery and machine guns. 
The enemy's losses are described as 
enormous. 
The fighting was started 


by an attack made by the Moors on a 
French scouting party. 


About 6,000 Moors participated in 


Monday's fight. The Moors, who were 
repulsed on all sides, made a most 
impressive picture, as, garbed fantast- 
icallj', mounted on white horses and 
carrying their banners in the front 
line, they swept down from the hills 
in splendid formation and charged 
thunderously to 
within about 400 


yards of the French camp, which for a 
moment seemed to be in danger of be- 
ing overridden. 
As they advanced 


the Moors chanted In unison verses 
from the Koran. 


The irregular Algerian cavalry en- 


countered the first shock of the Moors' 
assault, without yielding a foot from 
the 
position they occupied. Gen. 


Drude quickly employed his forces to 
the greatest advantage and the Moors 
were subjected to a fire of shot and 
shell, which soon 
left 
the ground 


strewn with corpses. 


Major Prervost was slain while re- 


turning to camp after the engagemenl 
which opened at 5 a. m. and lasted 
seven hours.

Business Interstate.

Select tender, sweet corn, husk and silk,, put in a col- 


ander and let a little hot water run over it for 
a 
few 


moments, then' cut the corn from the 
ob, scraping out as 


much of the juice as possible, but taking care not to get in 
any of the cob. Fill the jars compactly with the corn, work- 
ing down as-tight as possible, until filled to within an inch 
of the top. 
Have ready some water, measure .three-quarters 


of a pint^for each quart Jar, and a teaspoonful of salt dis- 
solved in it. 
Four this over the corn, then adjust the lid of 


each jar-(without the rubber) part \va-, and set in a boiler 
or. largs-kettle with a wooden rack or perforated tin on the 
bottom. Set on the stove, ^flll up with warm or cold-water to 
cover the cans three-quarters of their height. 
Cover and 


steam three hours, then take out the jars, work down the 
corn and fill up.with more of the . same salt water

boiling for that, purpose, put on the rubber, adjust the lid, 
screw slowly air tight, put baclf in boiler, adding more water 
so as to.completely cover the cans, and cook 61,3 hour more.
